protection  of  the  Suez  Canal  (only  threaten¬ 
ed  when  Egypt  was  menaced  by  English 
guns),  then  we  believe  the  end  could  have 
been  reached  by  peaceful  means.

under  all  the  circumstances,  the  English 
government  is  responsible  for  all  that  baa 
taken  place  we  will  not  say. 

What  has  occurred  withia  the  lines  o 4  the 
Egyptian  army  may  have  been  even  worse 
than  haa  been  reported;  but  what  about  the 
shooting  of  men  in  Alexandria  by  the  Eng¬ 
lish  for  the  crime  ©f  stealing  ?  Does  the 
warning  of  even  example  justify  this?  If  so, 
may  not  the  Arabs  be  justified  in  putting  to 
death  the  hated  foreigners  as  enemies  with¬ 
in  the  camp?  Our  sympathies  must  neces¬ 
sarily  reach  out  more  strongly  towards  the 
Europeans— called  Christians,  because  citi¬ 
zens  of  Christian  nations;  but  right  is  right, 
whoever  insy  be  the  persons  concerned. 
Let  principles  of  civilised  warfare  be  follow¬ 
ed  on  both  aides. 

The  Sultan  is  complaining  of  "undue  or- 
verityf  in  the  destruction  of  Alexandria. 
Forts  are  demolished,  magazines  exploded, 
guns  destroyed,  after  the  capture  of  the  city 
and  which  no  longer  imperil  the  English 
fleet.  The  wanton  deettuetto  t  of^roperty. 
as  well  is  life,  does  not  appear  to  be  on  one 
side  alone.  England,  so  far.  haa  acted  in  an 
arbitrary  and  cruel  manner. 

TEE  ISJVSTldk  OF  IT, 

John  Bright,  in  harmony  with  his  life¬ 
long  principles,  has  resigned  from  the 
British  Ministry,  oa  the  ground  of  English 
intervention  ia  the  affairs  of  another  nation. 
His  judgment,  from  his  point  of  view,  is 
correct.  England  had  no  moral  right  to  open 
fire  on  the  forts  of  Alexandria,  nor  to  bom¬ 
bard  that  city.  t 

Ababc  Pacha  was  the  war  minister  of 
Egypt  and  was  acting  |n  evident  accord  with 
the  will  of  his  principals.  But.  eveu  If  he 
was  carrying  out  only  his  owa  will,  he  had 
more  right  to  strengthen  the  fortifications  of 
Alexandria  than  the  British  fleet  had  to  be 
in  Alexandria  Bay.  The  plea  of  self  protec 
tion  was  stronger  with  him  tliaB  with  Ad¬ 
miral  Setmol'K.  who  had  voluntarily  placed 
himself  under  the  range  of  thg  Egyptian 
guns.  The  result  reveals  that  the  English 
alarm  was  groundless,  and  that  many  lives 
and  a  gieat  city  have  been  wantonly  sacri¬ 
ficed.  Both  the  Khedive  and  the  Saltan 
protested  against  the  warlike  action  of  the 
English. 

However  ranch  we  may  judge  that  a 
change  is  needed  in  Egypt,  we  cannot  be 
blind  to  the  faot  that  England  has  again 
taken  the  selfish,  unjast  path  to  secure  her 
ends.

Are  we  to  have  a  veritable  return  to  the 
gladiatorial  exhibitions  of  ancient  times?  In 
England  the  heir  to  •  the  British  throne  at¬ 
tends  ^  prize  fight,  which  is  permitted  to  oc¬ 
cur  on  th>-  grounds  of  a  nobleman,  who  is 
also  a  spectator  together  with  members  of 
other  prominent  English  houses.  In  Ameri¬ 
ca  a  prize-fight  takes  place  under  the  protec¬ 
tion  of  the  police  at  the  Madison  Square  Gar¬ 
den,  New  York,  and  thouiyida j>f  ruga  cpmfl 
combatants  did  not  alter  the  eharactor  of  the 
contest;  for  the  fonr-ounce  gloves  were  tbs 
merest  apology  for  boxing-gloves.  It  wes 
nothing  less  than  a  prize-fight,  limited  to 
fifteen  minutes,  and  the  more  desperate  on 
this  account.  The  evasion  of  the  law  was  in 
keeping  with  that  tendency  of  the  times 
which  adheres  to  the  letter  but  violates,  so 
far  as  this  can  be  safely^one,  the  spirit  of 
righteous  statutes.  / 

The  opportunity^  witnessing  a  prize  fight 
was  eagerly  embraced  by  many  who  would 
have  deemed  it  disgraceful  to  have  followed 
a  crowd  4f  “roughs  ’  to  a  place  selected  for  a 
reguJArly  named  fight.  This  class  is  charac¬ 
terized  in  the  publht^rints  as  “respectable, 
--because  formed  of  bankers,  clerks  and  men 
pursuing  other  respectable  callings;  but  are 
not  the  persons  properly  to  be  placed  on  the 
same  footing  with  the  cut-throats,  gamblers, 
and  the  like  who  thronged  to  see  two  men 
pounding  each  other  to  the  utmost  of  their 
strength  ? 

Shall  the  scene  be  repeated  ?  If  once,  may 
it  not  be  done  many  time*  ?  And,  if  men 
may  thus  publielv  fight  with  gloves,  why 
not  without  them  ?  Who  shall  measure  the 
demoralizing  effect  of  such  things  upon  the 
youth  of  our  land.  The  evil  influence 
reaches  farther  than  New  York  CSty;  for 
the  event  bronght  together  people  from  dis¬ 
tant  and  widely  separated  parts  of  the  coun¬ 
try.  We  are  not  alarmists,  but  there 
features  of  our  Americas  life  which  portend 
4ire  consequences  to  this  nation.  Among 
these  causes  of  decline  ia  the  lore  of  brutal 
ity.  If  by  no  other  means  snch  exhibitions 
can  be  prevented,  ifctu  all  good  citizens  will 
second  Mr.  Bcruu’s  effort  to  stop  them  on 
the  ground  of  “cruelty  to  animals. " 


IT  DID  ROT  PI  T. 

A  few  weeks  ago  a  man's  silk  hat  was 
blown  from  his  head  as  he  was  standing  on 
one  of  the  iron  pier*  at  Coney  bland.  Very 
naturally  he  thought  well  of  hds  hat  But 
when  he  plunged  Into  the  water  to  rescue  it, 
floating  out  to  sea.  he  made  a  mistake. 
First,  because  the  ha|  was  greatly  damaged 
and  was  not  worth  being  rescued,  and,  sec¬ 
ond,  because  in  seeking  to  save  it,  he  lost  his 
life.  The  hat  then  became  a  “dead  loss." 

That  man  is  not  alone  in  sacrificing  what 
is  of  supreme  worth  for  a  trifle,  in  losing  his 
life  for  an  object  of  less  worth  titan  himself. 
The  great  Teacher  oace  declared:  “A  man's 
life  consists  not  ia  the  abuadancs  of  the 
things  he  possesses;'*  -‘-‘The  life  is  more  than 
meat,  and  the  body  than  raimsnk”  He  who, 
therefore,  in  any  way  wjvre  the  greater  for 
the  leas,  and  squandereais  existence  for  the 
gratification  of  a  day,  or  for  the  profit  of 
pelf,  is  g nilty  of  the  folly  of  tlse  man  who 
risked  and  lost  his  life  for  the  sake  of  a  hat.

Improved  Gas  Eacuxx*.— The  perform, 
nnea  of  a  new  form  of  gas  engine  are  de¬ 
scribed  at  some  length  in  the  foreign  jour, 
nala.  In  its  construction,  an  oval  shaped 
iron  easing  of  considerable  thickness,  cast 
in  one  piece  with  the  cylinder,  conceals 
the  piston  ’rod,  connecting  rod,  and  crank, 
from  view,  and,  while  imparting  to  the  en¬ 
gine  great  firmness  and  steadiness,  pre¬ 
vents  all  risk  of  accident.  Regularity  ia 
working  ia  also  attained  by  the  employment 
of  a  specially  heavy  fly  wheel ;  all  parts  art 
constructed  to  gage,  beiug  therefore  inter, 
changeable  and  easy  of  adjustment;  the 
working  parte  are  also  few  in  number,  and 
are  made  of  hardened  steel,  so  as  to  secure 
the  utmost  durability  &ud  smoothness  of 
motion.  The  consumption  of  gas  is  low, 
aud  con  be  regulated  with  great  nicety  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  load  on  the  engine.  It  is 
stated  that  a  two-man  power  engine,  work¬ 
ing  foil  power,  consumes,  on  the  average, 
three  farthings  worth  of  gas  per  hoar ;  aud 
coal,  petroleum,  atmospheric,  or  water  gae 
can  be  used  equally  welL  A  torn  or  two  of 
the  fly  wheel  by  hand  will  set  the  engine 
going,  and  the  services  of  a  boy  are  suffi¬ 
cient  for  iu  cars. 

Ths  "  Dbt  Rot.”— In  his  work  on  “  Dry 
Hot”  in  ship  timber,  Mr.  Britton  mentions 
a  number  of  cases  where  lime  has  beeu  of 
service  in  arresting  or  preventing  decay. 
He  states  that  quicklime  with  damp  has 
been  found  to  accelerate  putrefaction  in 
consequence  of  its  ejtjructiug  carbon,  but, 
when  dry  and  in  such  large  quantities  os  to 
absorb  all  moisture  from  the  wood,  the 
wood  is  preserved  and  the  sap  hardened; 
vessels  long  in  ilia  lime  trade  have  afforded 
proof  of  this  foot — also  examples  in  plaster¬ 
ing  laths,  these  bAng  generally  found 
sound  where  they  have  been  dry.  The 
joists  aud  sleepers  of  basement  floors  are 
known  to  be  rendered  leu  subject  to  decay 
by  a  coating  of  lima  wash,  the  beuefit  of 
this  being  continued  if  renewed  at  inter¬ 
vals.  Mr.  Britton  docs  not  think  it  practi¬ 
cable  to  use  lime  water  to  any  extent  for 
preserving  timber,  because  water  holds  in 
solution  only  about  1 -500th  port  of  lime, 
which  quantity  Would  be  too  inconsiderable, 
of  course,  for  the  purpose  ;  the  effect  of 
the  adoption  of  this  method  is  to  render 
timber  more  durable,  but  it  becomes  harder 
and  more  difficult  to  work. 

Chxwoal  research  into  the  na‘ure  and 
method  of  tbs  formation  of  coal  has  lately 
been  mode  by  some  eminent  Eugliah  geolo¬ 
gists.  They  treated  jute  fibre  with  sul¬ 
phuric  acid  at  aavauty  degrees,  and  obtained 
au  insoluble,  biack,  spongy  substance. 
This  formation  ia  in  some  way  based  on  cel¬ 
lulose  and  dextrine.  The  production  of 
this  spongy  substance  is  usually  of  e  de¬ 
structive  character,  aitemled  witn  the  evo¬ 
lution  of  carbonic  acid  and  the  formation  of 
acetic  acid.  Now,  a  stndy  of  the  chemical 
properties  of  the  substance  has  led  to  the 
conclusion  lignine  is  derived  from  cel¬ 
lulose  by  chemical  modification.  A  peculiar 
circumstance  noted  is,  that  the  black  sub¬ 
stance  in  question  dries  to  a  hard  tiiass,  re¬ 
sembling  cannel  oosl — with  which  it  has 
been  compared— and  similar  results  of  chlor¬ 
ination  and  nitration  have  been  obtained. 
This  evidence  goes  in  further  support  of  the
